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Reason to allow claim 30: As to claim 30, note was made of "introducing a first stream 
of gas into a mixing chamber" (italics added), "directed a second stream of gas into the mixing 
chamber" (italics added), the chamber with "an absence of structure" with remaining claim 
limitations. Yamasaki (Figure) does not introduce the gas exiting passages (13, 20) (and their 
accompanying steams) into the "absence of structure" chamber (located between orifice 7 and 
right hand side of element 5). Yamagaki introduces a single stream of gas via orifice into the 
mixing chamber to the right of orifice 7. Yamagaki introduces those streams in a different 
chamber located to the left of orifice that includes "extending" structure (i.e. elements 20, and 
even 10). Of course the passages 3,20 of Yamasaki are "flow coupled" (claim 3 1) to the 
chamber to the right of orifice 7 (and thus claim 31 was properly rejected).
